Nothing more was said about Alaska until Mr. Anderson 
wrote me under date of Jan. 10, '0O7, telling me of his visit to a 
Washington, D. C., and of his interview with yourself and Dr, 
Sheldon Jackson, Beyond stating that I have at different times 
in my life been interested in foreign missionary work, I made no 
promises to brother Anderson. 

However, I had no knowledge of the location or condition

Then, 
again, the Bureau gives preference to teachers on the Pacific 
Coast, as they thereby save the traveling expenses between the 
East and the West. 

I will do what I can to secure you a school, but after July
